and went over from Austin to Caruthersville, and 
there got into a fight with some of the rough: of 
that place, coreing off victorious.

| ville “plugs,” incensed at the defeat of their com- 


rades, determined to avenge themselves. ac- 
cordingly,on the evening of the same day,a 
posse numbering nearly a dozen, among
